Protestant 
Boy Scouts and Explorers of all Protestant denominations are 
eligible for the God and Country award which consists of a cru- 
sader’s shield suspended on a blue ribbon from a blue bar. 
The requirements engage the candidates in study, experience, 
and service in five areas of Christian life. 


NER TAMID 
Jewish 
The Ner Tamid award for Jewish boys in Scouting represents the 
Eternal Light found above the Holy Ark in every synagogue. The 
medal is attached to a blue and white ribbon and a bronze bar.

Requirements for the award include a knowledge of the Bible 
and the history and religion of the Jewish people.
